Reps. Ro bert E. Lev itt and Richard G. Rei­ 
ch« ] hav e pro po sed a measure that wo uld re­ 
quire co urts to lev y at least a $100 fine o r fiv e 
day s in jail, o r bo th, against perso ns co nv icted 
o f telepho ne harassment. 


A case was cited where a man co nv icted o f 
harassing a wo man with telepho ne calls re­ 
ceiv ed a suspended fine and jail term and paid 
o nly $7 co urt co sts. 
Telepho ne harassment is a v icio us attack o n 
an Indiv idual's priv acy and needs to be dealt 
with sev erely to being it to a quick end. 
The pro po sal by Stark legislato rs wo uld set 
the max imum fine fo r the crime at $1,000 and 
the max imum jail term at o ne y ear. 
Quick enactment o f stiffer penalties co upled 
with new dev ices by telepho ne co mpanies to 
trace abusiv e o r anno y ance calls sho uld help 
ease the situatio n. 


The tremendou s ru se in the nu m ber of threa­ 
tening or obscene caiLs across the nation has 
tou ched off a Senate inv estig ation. A Senate sub- 
committee considers the m atter seriou s enou g h 
to consider a bill making it a federal offense to 
frig hten, annoy or abu se any one by telep hone. 
We believ e there is enou g h ev idence to war­ 
rant fu rther action at Colu mbu s.

Who Can Define Obscenity? 


Members o f the U.S. Supreme Co urt are so 
skittish abo ut o bscenity decisio n* they ultimate­ 
ly may back away fro m this pro blem entirely . 
In the Ralph Ginzburg decisio n o f March 
19 6 6 . they tried to say that o bsenity was deter­ 
mined by the manner in which publicatio ns 
were adv ertised. 
This week, in a ruling o n girlie magazines, 
the questio n is left in the air, where it pro bably 
is destined to stay . 
This is the mo re curio us when it is co nsid­ 
ered that the Supreme Co urt in its massiv e 
wisdo m seem s able to bring ev ery thing else 
do wn to earth. But o bscenity is a spcial pro b­ 
lem fo r a special reaso n. 
The special reaso n is fear o f misapplicatio n 
o f precedent. It wo rks like this: 


A p u blication mig ht be so obv iou sly 
prurient 
it cou ld hav e been p rodu ced for no other rea­ 
son than ap p eal to the lowest manifestations o f 
m ankind’s 
sex u al 
natu re. A 
thou sand 
fair 
ju dg es mig ht look at it and wince becai» e o f 
its cru dity , bad taste and p alp able obscenity . 
But if their u nanimity becam e an allowable 
basis for ju dg ing obscenity , a thou sand o ther 
judges mig ht look at a m asterp iece, judge it 
o bscene and u se the u nanimou s ju dg m ent o f a 
thou sand others in a dissim ilar case as a pre­ 
cedent. 
Obscenity , like beau ty ’, is in the ey e and 
mind of the beholder. 
It is not scientifically ascertainable. 
And there the m atter will rest u ntil the nex t 
obscenity case comes to ju dg m ent somewhere. 


World Journal Tribune Dies 


No po st-mo rtem will be needed o n the death 
o f the Wo rld J o urnal Tribune, latest casualty in 
the New Yo rk newspaper fiekl. 
The cause and circumstances o f death are 
clearly ev ident. 
This ex periment in hy brid jo urnalism was 
dictated by ex pediency , no t desirability . The re­ 
sult was unex pectedly go o d, but the paper did 
no t co mmand the adv ertising suppo rt it needed 
to giv e it a chance. 
Its circulatio n was respectable by any stand­ 
ards o ther than tho se that dictate success in 
the New Yo rk area, where all sense o f pro po r­ 
tio n is o v erwhelmed by the o v er-two -millio n cir­ 
culatio n o f the Daily News, but it nev er gained 
the circulatio n it needed fo r surv iv al. 
This fact co mbined with the to tal dispro po r­ 
tio n o f pro ductio n co sts fo rced o n newspapers 


by u nions whose sp okesmen are not co ncerned 
with su rv iv al of emp loy ers, only 
with wage 


rates and working co nditio ns, has whittled do wn 
emp loy ers to an irredu cible minimu m — The 


News and Times in the morning field, the Po st, 
a p oor third in both circu lation and rev enue, in 
the afternoon field. 


Meawhile, su bu rban p ap ers are doing v ery 
well, as they are in the p erip heral 
areas o f all 
m ajor cities. 
The World Jou rnal Tribu ne was only eight 
months old when it died — an infant death. 
Its 
p assing will be mou rned. Bu t in hard fact, the 
m ou rners are not su rp rised. Only two thing s 
cou ld hav e kep t the p ap er aliv e — its adv ertis­ 
ers and its u nions. 
They ap p arently cou ldn’t hav e cared less.

Electronic Strike Hinted

NEW YORK: — “This is w ar and we’ll shut 
do wn a g ood p art of the city if we hav e to win 
the right 
to strike," say s the tall, hu sky , 
y o ungish labor leader, Victor Gotbau m, 
who 
talks with the sp eed and tone 
of a 
sou ndp roofed 
machine 
gun. 
And Gotbau m, dy namic p ro­ 
to ty pe o f the new militancy , 
can do ju st that — for he is 
leader of the hu g e comp lex of 
municipal u nions sp eaking for 
almo st 100,000 men and wom­ 
en who spin the g ears for this 
metro po lis. Nor is he alone. 
Neither is this city u niqu e. 
Gotbau m’s chief, Jerry Wu rf, who leads the na­ 
tional American Federation of State. Cou nty 
and Mu nicip al Emp loy es, insp ires the p hiloso­ 
p hy and has shu t down, or tried to, a long 
string of cities. 
“ We want the rig ht to strike and we’ll strike 
to get it," m u rm u rs Gotbau m. "We can close 
do wn the hosp itals, cu t off the water su p p lies, 
call o ut m ost of the city ’s clerks, inclu ding 
many in the Police Dep t. We can shu t the 
parks, the zo o s, the mu seu ms. 
“ We can p icket and close school lu nchrooms 
and therefore ham p er some schools. We can hit 
so me cou rts, welfare centers and p u ll ou t so­ 
cial w orkers and laborers. 
“ We are aw are of ou r resp onsibility . We 
do n’t want to strike. Bu t we don’t want to hav e 
that right taken from u s . . . Whenev er ou r 
members are su fficiently ag g riev ed to strike, 
they will indeed strike." 


GOTBAUM say s this is war and the enemy is 
a bip artisan combination of Gov . Nelson Rocke­ 
feller and a lesser lig ht. Anthony Trav ia. now 
sp eaker of the State Assembly who wants v ery - 
mu ch to be g ov ernor of this p iv otal state. 
And the anatomy of this war shou ld startle 
the entire nation. It’s hardw are dov etails into 
the log istics of the national camp aig n being di­ 
rected by Wu rf in scores of other cities. No 
state now p erm its p u blic serv ants to strike. 
H ie New York District Cou ncil 37. led by Ex ec­ 
u tiv e Director Gotbau m, merely is u nleashing 
the first offensiv e. 
It will hit p oliticians as well as the bricks. It 
will be a p u sh-bu tton war. Heav ily financed, 
to o . In New York alone the du es will be raised 
to giv e the cou ncil an additional $5 00,000 to 
$7 5 0,000 fo r p olitical camp aig ning . 
The most sop histicated weap onry will be an 
IBM Comp u ter 1401. It will be rented and in­ 
stalled rig ht in the cou ncil’s headqu arters. Its 
mem ory box will retain and feed back the v ital 


statistics on all the u nion's m em bers and their 
families. At the p u sh of a bu tton Gotbau m will 


know what he or she does, where they do it, 
how strateg ic it is. what candidates they v oted 
for. if they reg istered, where they liv e, who is 
ru nning in the area, what is his record. The 
records and activ ities of all candidates seeking 
city , state and federal office will be electroni­ 
cally monitored. 


“ WE CAN g et killed in Cong ress as well as 
in the state cap ital,” adds the soft - v oiced 
Gotbau m. “This is being g eared into Jerry 
Wu rf’s national camp aig n. From now on we’re 
p u nishing 
ou r enemies and 
rewarding ou r 
friends." 


What ang ers Gotbau m and his coleaders is 
the new law which rev ises an old one (Condon 
- Wadlin) making p u blic serv ice strikes illeg al. 
This affects some 6 00,000 state, cou nty and mu ­ 
nicip al emp loy es. Officially it is the Pu blic Em­ 
p loy e Relations Board law. Bu t the u nion refers 
to it as the RAT Bill (Rockefeller and Trav ia), 
taking a slog an ou t of the old u nion camp aig n 
ag ainst the late Robert A. Taft in Ohio. 
The $120,000 a 
y ear p u sh-bu tton 
memory 
serv ice will be the center of a new p olitical ac­ 
tion dep artm ent staffed fu ll time by fou r or 
fiv e men. Their objectiv e will be to force Nel­ 
son Rockefeller and those who v oted for the 
anti-strike bill to rep eal it or else. Presu mably 
this means an all-ou t effort to end Gov . Rocke­ 
feller’s career. 


TO KICK OFF the camp aig n Gotbau m and 
bis p eop le — aided by the AFL-CIO’s bu ilt-in 
hu man dy namo, the Seafarers' Pau l Hall — 
will ru n a conv entionlike mass rally in Madison 
Squ are Garden on May 23. There the “dele­ 
g ates" will nominate Rockefeller and Trav ia 
for obliv ion. 
Sp eakers will thu nder ag ainst the new law 
which makes a u nion liable to a fine of $10.000 
daily for the du ration of the strke. (The Mke 
Qu transt stop p ag e ofl 9 6 6 therfrwu etanshrdu 
daily for the du ration of the strike. (The Mike 
Qu ill transit stop p ag e of 19 06 therefore wou ld 
hav e cost the u nion at least $120.000.) And the 
u nion can also lose its du es checkoff p riv ileg es 
for 18 months. A dep artm ent head can fire a 
striker. The cou rts can imp ose fines and jail 
term s on those who walk ou t. And if the u nion 
does not hav e the money to p ay its fine, it can 
come ou t of the strikers' p ay when they retu rn. 
The mu nicial emp loy es want this law wip ed 
ou t so they can hav e the rig ht to strike — and 
they want their p u sh-bu tton war to set the sty le 
and p recedent for the rest of their “ sisters and 
brothers' in a thou sand other meg alop olises.

Russia Could 
Rescue U. S. 


Dialog u e in the dip lomatic world on how to 
end the war in Vietnam has taken a sig nificant 
tu rn. 
America's ambassador to the United Nations 
Arthu r J. Goldberg , has twice made it clear 
that p eace in Vietnam rests with the Sov iet Un 
ion. 
Mr. Goldberg has reiterated what he said 
p rev iou sly at the U N. General Assembly 
that the Sov iet Union cou id, if it chose, end the 
Vietnam War rig ht away He declared: 
“Ju st the other day , I said at the Genera 
Assembly that If the Sov iet Union wou ld with 
draw its objection, we cou ld g o to the Secu rity 
Cou ncil tomorrow and take u p what the U N 
mig ht do to bring abou t p eace." 
Asked what the Sov iet rep resentativ e had 
said in rep ly , Ambassador Goldberg continu ed 
“Well, he said the U N. hasn’t g ot comp e 
tence to deal with this su bject. I don’t ag ree 
with him." 
The Sov iet attitu de - as ou tlined by Ambas 
sador Goldberg on the “ Face the Nation’’ p ro 
g ram of CBS — has cau sed fru stration 
in 
Washing ton. 
The Sov iets not only are blocking any action 
at the U.N. bu t are checkmating any p ossible 
mov es by the Genev a Conference machinery 
set u p in 19 5 4 Mr. Goldberg m akes a concrete 
su g g estion as follows: 
"I wish the Sov iet Union wou ld join the Unit 
ed States in p u tting its fu ll force behind work 
ing ou t an honorable solu tion to Vietnam 
1 
think it is in their interest. I thnk it is in ou r 
interest. We are the two larg est world p owers 
The g reater the p ower, the g reater the resp on 
sibility to try to work ou t world p eace and 
world secu rity . 
“Now, how do y ou ex p lain their (the Sov iet 
attitu de? They say they want a p eace, we say 
we want p eace. Hiey say they w ant the G « ie 
v a accords Imp lemented, we say we want the 
Genev a accords imp lemented. Then we fall 
¡ap art. We fall ap art becau se we say any body 
— y ou — shou ld do something abou t it. You 
are a co-chairm an of the Genev a conference. If 
y ou don’t ag ree that the U.N. is the p lace, join 
Prim e 
Minister 
Wilson 
(co-chairman 
from 
G reat Britain), and reconv ene the conference 
—we will be there. We are ready to do it, we 
are ready to say that we ou g ht to reaffirm the 
Genev a accords.’’ 
The fact the p eace of the world dep ends u p on 
au tocratic g ov ernments — the ru lers in Moscow 
and Pricing — emp hasizes the sad condition in 
which the United Nations finds itself. 
On the sam e day Ambassador Goldberg wa* 
ex p ressing his v iews, another imp ortant state 
ment was made by Charles H. Malik of Leba 
non, former p resident of the United Nations 
General Assembly . 
In a sp eech at Xav ier Univ ersity , Cincinnati, 
he said the U.N. “ap p ears help less.” He de 
clared the U.N. “either m akes no try at all or 
it takes the barest step only to p u ll back and 
retire." He added: 
“Those of u s who had a hand in fou nding it 
and carry ing it throu g h its first g olden decade 
are fru strated at its chronic imp otence." 
Mr. Malik feels the big g est challeng e to 
world p eace is Commu nist China, whose re 
g ime, of cou rse, is help ing the North Viet 
namese. 
For some reason, mem bers of the U.N. g en­ 
erally hav e not sp oken u p in the General As 
sembly and demanded that action be taken on 
the Vietnam War. 
U Thant, secretary ’ g eneral, has attemp ted 
p ersonal dip lomacy , bu t his efforts hav e failed 
larg ely becau se world op inion has not been 
bu ilt u p behind the p eace driv e 
Ambassador 
Goldberg 's sp eech cou ld stim u late su ch a mov e 
ment. 
The u nfortu nate tru th, howev er, is that most 
of the nations of the world hav e been relu ctant 
to entang le themselv es in any way in op en ex 
p ressions of sy mp athy with one side or the oth 
er in the Vietnam conflict. 
Yet, the war is g radu ally ex p anding , and 
sooner or later will inv olv e other cou ntries.in 
both Eu rop e and Asia. The big qu estion is why 
the Sov iet g ov ernment is not p u t on the sp ot by 
emp hatic sp eeches in both the Secu rity Cou ncil 
and the General Assembly , so the whole world 
will be able to fix resp onsibility for the ex isting 
barriers to p eace in Vietnam. 
Certainly , all talk abou t a p olicy for the Unit­ 
ed States to make concessions in East-West 
trade ag reem ents will hav e a hollow sou nd u n­ 
less the Moscow g ov ernment is willing to initi­ 
ate p eace neg otiations in Vietnam.
